Cable TV Ruling 
Could Cost Town 
$40,000 In Revenue

The town of Andover stands to lose 
more than $40,000 this year in tax reve- 
nues from cable T.V. companies because 
of a recent decision by the Massachu 
setts Supreme Judicial Court, says tax 
assessor William H. Russell. The deci 
sion, handed down on Nov. 18, upholds an 
older law which holds that communica- 
tion lines, placed on public property, art

According to Tom 
Steel, Vice President and General Coun- 
sel for the New England Cable Television 
Association (NECTA), which is head- 
quartered in Braintree, the properties in 
question had been protected since 194°

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Former Resident Captures Life 
On Vineyard In First Book

There lives, on the northwestern coast 
of Martha’s Vineyard, a Granny. Not any 
ordinary Granny, but one who wears caf- 
tans to hide the effects of her passion for 
Elberta Peach Ice Cream. One who, it 
seems, dances around her living room to 
Reggae music—but only when no one is 
around to see her. 

Perhaps the most remarkable thing of 
all about this Granny is that—after more 
than ten years of wandering her adopted 
island with a tape recorder, digging 
through microfilms and old photographs, 
and navigating the murky waters of the 
publication world—she has produced 
quite a book 

“The Magic Sea Glass of West Chop,” 
written by former Andoverite Constance 
Fuller Sanborn, is a pedestrian history of 
th® summer community located at the 
‘entrance to Vineyard Haven Harbor on 
Martha’s Vineyard. Drawn from oral ac- 
counts, personal journals, and newspa- 
pers published in the late 1800’s to the 
mid-1900’s, the book is a wry blend of 
local legend, reminiscence and small, 
personal moments of history caughc on 
film. Finished in September of 1984, it 
has survived a bumpy year of production 
to take its place—at last, to the relief of 
the author—on the shelves of Limited 
Editions, at 93 Main St. in Andover. 

“Granny” Sanborn, herself a charac- 
ter in the book, wrote her history for oth- 
er grandparents (and, as the copy on the 
back of the softcover edition notes, 
“their children and grandchildren, and 
anyone else interested in Martha’s Vine- 
yard as it was’’). Appropriately, she has 
dedicated “‘The Magic Sea Glass of West 
Chop” to the memory of her own granda- 
mother, Constance Greenough Fuller 

It was Constance Fuller—whose hus- 
band, Sam, gave Phillips Academy its 
bell tower in the 1920s—who introduced 
her granddaughter to the summer com- 
munity of West Chop in 1938, when San- 
born was 12. That first visit began a long 
stretch of summer life on Martha’s Vine- 
yard for Sanborn, which eventually led 
to her move from Andover, where she’d 
spent 12 years, to the island as a full-time 
resident in 1970. 

I moved down to the island 19 year 
ago to be with my grandmother full 
time.’’ The voice on the phone is full and 
vital, and sounds far younger than Cons- 
tance Sanborn’s 59 years. It is a good 
connection; Vineyard Haven might be 
next door. “‘She lived there year-round 
after Sam’s fishing accident in 1959. I 
was with her at her death in 1974. Two of 
my three grown children are living here 
with their families.”’ 

Whoe; back up. Fishing accident? 
‘My grandfather’s habit was to take a 
mystery book with him.” The voice 
warms to its task; the story-teller has 
taken over. Rough weather; a sudden 
wave. “He went over the side with his 
hat, chair, fishing gear, mystery book, 
everything,” she says. After going 
down—‘‘He said he saw a door down 


there and tried it, but it wouldn’t open—”’ 
Sam Fuller came up and was hit by the 
boat’s propeller. 

According to local legend, Sanborn’s 
grandfather ate a dozen clams on the 
half shell while waiting for the ambu- 
lance. As white-robed attendants 
wheeled him into surgery, he asked—so 
the story goes—for a meal. “He told 
them he’d already had his appetizer,” 
explains Sanborn. 

Her grandfather lived on for four more 
years, but ‘‘he wasn’t able to go back to 
New York.” 

It is a.digression, and it’s not in the 
book. But ‘‘Magic Sea Glass”’ is a bound 
volume of just such digressions, and San- 
born does well with them. She shows a 
sense of humor that is—well, loving. She 
enjoys the good island doctor who peri- 
odically had to climb his own telephone 
pole to repair his lines so his patients’ 
calls could come through; if she could, 
Sanborn would probably shinny up there 
with him and hand him his tools. Soft- 
ened by the rosy glow of memory, the 
rum-runners do not frighten her. She 
eavesdrops through the canvas tents of 
the prayer meetings, and ‘‘oh, my’s’’ at 
the price of swordfish in 1931 (38 cents 
per pound). 

At 59, Sanborn herself could not pro- 
vide most of the memories that make up 
“Magic Sea Glass.’”’ Her grandmother 
was her inspiration and her first source 
of material..‘‘She had a scrapbook,’’ she 
says. ‘‘That’s what got me started.” To 
add to her family-based material, she 
shouldered her recorder and set out to 
collect the island on tape. 

She knocked on doors, recording any- 
one who would talk with her about the 
‘old days.’’ Old people reminisced; sum- 
mer folk dug into their memories. Indi- 
ans spoke into the microphone, as did 
‘natives’ with deep island roots. In all, 
over a period of 13 years, Sanborn col- 
lected more than 100 tapes of oral histo- 
ry. “I had to be merciless about editing 
out material for the book,”’ she says, re- 
gret softening the clear voice. Then she 
brightens. “‘I’ll be using it in another 
book. I’ve got much more information 
from all over the island.” 

‘‘Magic Sea Glass”’ also draws on writ- 
ten accounts. It contains bits and pieces 
from journals—chief of which is that of 
Sanborn’s great-grandmother, Mary 
Vose Greenough, whose entries date 
from 1883 through 1926—and clippings 
from the ‘‘Vineyard Gazette,”’ a weekly 
paper (which publishes twice weekly 
during the summer). Much of the lan- 
guage of these written sources is curious, 
even quaint. A woman, for instance, goes 
to her doctor to be ‘‘baked for neuritis”’; 
vinegar contains ‘‘eel-like insects’’ 
which destroy the ‘‘animalcules’”’ in tooth 
tartar. ‘These things from diaries,”’ 
says Constance Sanborn, “If you use 
your imagination, you can get the most 
bizarre pictures—that’s what fascinates 
me.

There are also photographs—pages of 
vintage black and white prints of smiling 
‘hildren, graceful four-masted schoon- 
ers, bungelows, amateur models in bag 
gy bathing suits and island landmarks, 
many of which now live only on film.The 
photos are well-restored; many of them 
come from the collection of Sanborn’s 
friend, H. Stanton Lair 

To further enhance the book, Sanborn 
enlisted the aid of another friend, Sally 
Ward, an artist with children’s books of 
her own to her credit. Ward added whim- 
sical pen-and-ink cartoons of vignettes 
not caught by the camera—gems such as 
“Mrs. Mc.” taking a rifle to her electric 
street lamp, and Great Aunt Emory, 
dressed as a shipwreck for the costume 
ball. 

According to its author, ‘‘The Magic 
Sea Glass of West Chop” is a labor of 
love.. Through it she found that the 


course of publication—like love—does 
not always run smooth 

Sanborn published the book herself, 
mortgaging her house to pay the ex- 
penses. She hired her own production 
manager, Peter Carr, and paid an island 
press to put the book in printable form. It 
was at the final phase of publication, en- 
trusted to a larger off-island company, 
that complications struck. ‘“‘When the 
book at the binder’s, some moisture got 
into the paper,’’ she says. She opened her 
long-awaited first shipment and her 
heart sank. ‘All 2,000 copies were 
wrinkled,”’ she says. 

Sanborn sent them back. 

When she received the second attempt 
at printing and binding, she found that it 
was damaged like the first. ‘‘There were 
about 275 good copies,” she says. 

She sent the second batch back. “It

Holiday Open House Planned

Everybody is invited to celebrate tht joys of 
Christmas at the Andover Historical Society’s 
holiday open house Sunday, Dec. 8, from 2 p.m. 
to 4 p.m. Admission is free. 

The Amos Blanchard House will be decorated 
for the season with holiday arrangements by 
members of the Andover Garden Club. Five new 
pegjod rooms, where guides will be present to 
answer questions, bring,alive the way of life of 
Andover’s people in the 1820s and 1830s. The 
Family Parlor invites visitors to imagine Blan- 
chard in a heated political discussion with seve- 
ral real-life Andover neighbors in November 
1828. In the Best Parlor, the time is August 1831 
and the women gathered are enthvsiastically 
discussing the words of a visiting preacher, 
Charles Finney. The kitchen pictures Mrs. Blan 
chard and her housekeeper working at their 
chores in the fall of 1830. Upstairs the best Bed 
Chamber and Reading Closet offer a glimpse of 


what business was like in Andover in 1835 and 
across the hall, the boarders Bedchamber de- 
picts the lives of the young through the real-life 
activities of the Blanchard’s son and two board 
ers from Phillips Academy. 

Music of the season will resound throughout 
the historic home while visitors enjoy refresh- 
ments and view the new exhibit featuring items 
customarily used in Andover homes during the 
17th, 18th and 19th centuries. 

Preparations for the Andover Historical Socie- 
ty’s Christmas open house are under the direc- 
tion of John Givens and Marilyn Burns. 

The society is a non-profit educational institu- 
tion open to members and the public. For infor- 
mation on open hours exhibitions, tours, special 
events and membership, call the society office 
between 9 a.m. and 5 p.m.

Lowell National Park’s 
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Seat Belt Law To Take Effect 


To buckle-up or not; that’s one of the questions peuple 
are asking these days when they call Citizen Information 
Service, a division of Secretary of State Michael J. Con- 
nolly’s office. The answer is Chapter 416 of the Acts of 1985 
which goes into efiect on January 1, 1986; it says that 
everyone who rides in a motor vehicle equipped with safe- 
ty belts will have to wear one. The new law includes taxi- 
cabs, fire fighting equipment and vans and trucks 
equipped with seat belts. And, it means that safety belts 
must be in good working order for a car to pass the yearly 
safety and emissions inspection of Massachusetts motor 
vehicles. If the seat belts in your car were removed, you’ll 
have to replace them. 

For some years now, an earlier law has required that 
parents protect all children under five years with either 
an approved car seat or safety belt or be subject to a fine 
of $25. Under the new law, everyone above the age of five 
is now required to wear a seat belt. Each person over 16 
not buckled up may be fined $15. In addition to his own $15 
fine, the driver may be fined $15 for each child between 
the ages of five and 16 not wearing a seat belt. 

There are some exceptions to the new seat belt law: 

Children under five who are covered by the Massachu- 
setts Child Passenger Safety Law; 

Persons riding in a vehicle in which all seating positions 
equipped with seat belts are occupied by persons using 
those belts (a six-passenger vehicle with only four seat 
belts); 

Passengers in a bus or school bus; 

Motor vehicles manufactured before July 1, 1966; 

Persons physically unable to use a safety belt (a doctor 
must certify the nature of the physical condition and why 
the use of a seat belt is inappropriate); 

Rural mail carriers in the performance of their duties; 

Drivers and passengers who frequently stop and leave a 
motor vehicle or delivers property from the vehicle if the 
vehicle speed does not exceed 15 mph between tops; 

Police officers in the performance of their duties. 

Law enforcement officers may not, however, stop a ve- 
hicle solely because the occupants are not wearing seat 
belts. They must first stop a vehicle for violating the mo- 
tor vehicle laws. The officer may then cite and fine any 
occupant of the vehicle for not wearing a seat belt. This 
does not result in any surcharge on insurance premiums. 

Under the new seat belt law, Connolly must include a 
non-binding referendum question on next year’s state 
election ballot. That question will ask voters whether or 
not they approve of the seat belt law: it requires no legis- 
lative activity 

Remember to buckle-up beginning Janyary 1.

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The treasurer of Vis Kids, an Oxford: 
company that videos children in school 
systems to create video identification of 
the child, appeared before the School 
Committee last week to discuss the mer- 
its of his service. 

The video tape would be locked in a 
Brinks Bank vault in West Springfield. It 
would be provided to parents and police 
in eight hours, if a child on the tape is 
reported missing. 

‘There is no real cohesive plan of iden- 
tifying children who are alive,’’ Charles 
Squire, treasurer of Vis Kids, told the 
committee. “If you talk to a policeman 
you'll find that fingerprinting is only use- 
ful in identifying a dead body. Video 
tapes not only point out individual fea- 
tures, but, also provide voice prints, 
which are as unique to the child as fin- 
gerprints.”’ 

The idea for the year-old company was 
begun by Squire, who is a father of three, 
when he was discussing a program about 
missing children with a neighbor one 
year ago. 

‘“T spoke with parents and the police 
department to find out what information 
is helpful when searching for a missing 
child. Unique physical characteristics or 
speech qualities were said to be helpful 
factors in the search for a, missing 
child.” 

The fee for the video is $2. Parents are 
requested to sign a release form that al- 
lows the video. Questions such as favor- 
ite pets, sports, items, allergies, special 
medications or impairments, appear on 
the form to be answered by the parents 

The company videos 158 to 200 children 
on a given video. Each chitd is asked a 
set of questions, name, pets, hobbies, 
and stands beside a large ruler that indi- 
cates the child’s height. The video is then 
sealed in the Brinks vault, released at

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Supt. Siefert Calls For More 
Attention On Responsibility 


By Lisa Waterman 


Greater attention to citizenship within 
the school curriculum was called for by 
Supt. Kenneth Seifert during last week’s 
School Committee discussion of a curric- 
ulum and instructional overhaul plan. 

“Less than 5 percent of formal prepa- 
ration of student is for citizenry. Its role 
is as important as any subject. Training 
students to be an active participant in 
citizenship should be an integral part of 
education. We hear about rights and 
more rights in education but there is no 
call for the development of student re- 
sponsibility in conjuction with rights.” 
Seifert said. 

An objective of the school system 
should be to provide opportunities for 
engaging in duties and responsibilities of 
citizenship, according to Seifert. 

The work would begin with an estab- 
lishment of an authentic student govern- 
ment that would be a _ chartered 
governance role and would be responsi- 


ble for leadership in each school. Equal- « 


ly important would be a student plan for 
participating in the maintenance of each 
school building, according to Seifert 
‘All students should manage and mon- 
itor the building maintenance plan and 
accept responsibility for the appearance 
and climate of their surroundings,”’ he 
said. . 
“T’ve seen students at Phillips Acade- 
my, whose parents pay up to $10,000 tu 
ition per year, responsible for the 


clearing of sidewalks after snow storms

I’ve seen high school 


walking behind the janitor who is in his 
late sixties, as he shovels and com- 
plaining about the conditions of the side- 
walks.”’ Seifert said. 

The superintendent would like to see 
students begin to learn and practice 
leadership and decision-making with re- 
sponsibilities defined and rights enumer- 
ated. 

“Students should have the right to be 
able to put forth grievances.in a demo- 
cratic way. They should be allowed the 
right to bargain over their working con- 
ditions and their rights.The student coun- 
cil should have areas of democracy that 
are more valid then when to schedule the 
Friday night dance,’’ Supt. Seifert said. 

The five major areas under student re- 
sponsibility that the 
would like to see would be: a student 
government established, chartered with 
authentic governance roles, leadership 
and decision making provided for stu- 
dents participating in student govern- 
ment, how to make an agenda, call a 
meeting, make policy, responsibilities 
defined and rights enumerated, a sys- 
temwide student constitutional congress 
and a student contract between the 
School Committee and the students 

As part of a constitution, a student ju- 
diciary would be put in effect. Currently, 
50 students in the high school participate 
on a board that makes judiciary deci 
sions for fellow students

rights for the high school students, 
according to student council member, 
Margaret Easton. Maintenance issues 
such as vandalism and problems with 
cafeteria maintenance by students, are 
also being addressed by the council. 

The superintendent would like to see 
mandatory student commrnity service 
projects in grades, 6, 9, 12. 

‘Community Service projetts ranging 
from cleaning up the Shawsheen River 
or sixth graders tutoring second graders, 
peer group assistance within the class- 
room, would be helpful in student respon- 
sibility and citizen awareness.”’ Seifert 


said. ‘It is just as important to teach 
people to be good citizens as it is to teach 
them about math, reading and science.’ 


“Student responsibility is vital. Thes¢ 
are the best ideas regarding student re 
sponsibilities that I have been exposed 
to, ’ School Committee member David A 
Birnbach said 

The School Committee will be consid 
ering the part of concerning student re- 
sponsibility in the continued discussions 
and study of the Curriculum and Instruc 
tion Plan package developed by the 
school administrators

Fee Tripled 


To The Editor Of The TOWNSMAN: 
Re: Renewal of all alcoholic beverage license for 
restaurants 

Please consider this letter as an open letter to 
the Board of Selectmen, for whom the following 
comments are meant. 

Enclosed with this letter, you will find the rene- 
wal affidavit for above-mentioned license togeth- 
er with our check for $4,500. 

It is about that amount of money that I wish to 
make some comments. 

When we applied for a liquor license in 1984, 
before we purchased the Lundgren home, we paid 
$1,500 for 1984’s license. In November 1984, just 
before we opened, we were notified that the town 
increased the liquor license fee for 1985 to $3,000, 
which we paid at that point, that the fee would go 
to $4,500 for 1986 and to $5,000 thereafter. 

In other words, the fee tripled in two years and 
has not reached its peak. 

Does the Board of Selectmen know what other 
towns ask for their liquor licenses? And, is this 
board not going a bit far with their prices? 

It is well known that restaurants and theatres 
draw people from other communities into the 
town they are located in and that other local busi- 
nesses usually benefit tremendously from this. 


_ Lexington center would not be so successful if two 


or three restaurants would not have come in 12 
years ago; all merchants in that center will con- 
firm that as being a very important part of that 
center’s growth. 

Winchester recently attracted a couple of res- 
taurants in their efforts to rejuvenate its center 
and to give the other merchants some help. And 
what a difference it has made so far already. 

The survey below will show you that some peo- 
ple might think, like the Andover TOWNSMAN 
recently wrote in an editorial, that this town is 
becoming anti-business. 

Andover, $4,500 (will be $5,000 next year); Lex- 
ington, $3,000; Burlington, $1,500; North Andover, 
$1,250; Haverhill, $1,100; Winchester, $500 . 

The Town of Andover is by no means a poor 
town, with the tax it receives from its high-priced 
residential real estate and on top of that the real 
estate tax on a considerable amount of commer- 
cial real estate (many towns would love to have 
just half of it), I feel that it has not made the right 
decision to zap it to the restaurants. 

I would appreciate it if the Board of Selectmen 
could review this license fee situation in view of 


. what I stated above and in view of keeping it in 


line with surrounding or comparable towns/ci- 
ties. 

I also would like to hear from the board how 
they justify the triple increase and the present 
and future fee level, especially compared to other 
towns/cities 

Just to add somthing as general information, I 
would like to point out that state and nationwide 
statistics show a vast drop in the consumption of 
alcoholic beverages away from home and, do you 
know that the liquor liability insurance (because 
of the ‘‘host-liability-law’’) has doubled to tripled 
in the past two years? A medium-size restaurant, 
like in Andover, will pay approximately $10,000 
per year in insurance just for that. On top of that 
comes your regular liability insurance. 

I am pleased to be in Andover with Rem- 
brandt’s Restaurant, however, with the increases 
in fees it does make me wonder why I did not 
open, for example, in North Andover and save

Homebuyers in eastern Massachusetts 
can expect to pay $3,748.56 to $4,623.56 in 
closing costs, according to a new report 
by Citicorp Homeowners Incorporated. 

Closing costs, which vary by state, lo- 
cality, custom and lender, cover a vari- 
ety of fees, beginning with the first 
appraisal of the home to the actual clos- 
ing of the agreement. 

Based on a $117,650 single-family home 
with a one-year adjustable rate $100,000 
mortgage at 10 percent, these costs in- 
clude approximately $2,900 to $3,400 in 
required fees and $800 to $1,200 in optio- 
nal charges. The most expensive charges 
of approximately $1,000 are for the lend- 
er’s attorney and points. These and other 
costs are estimates and will vary by 
lender and the provider of outside serv- 
ices. Closing costs include the following 
mandatory and optional charges which 
are paid throughout the process: 

At mortgage application: appraisal, 
$125-$250; credit report, $25-$100; appli- 
cation, $50-$250. 

During approval process: pest inspec- 
tion, $25-$50; well/septic inspection, $25- 
$50; mortgage plot plan, $100-$150. 

At closing: interim interest (based on 
closing on 20th day of month), $305.56; 
points, $1,000; lender’s attorney, $1,000; 
mortgage title insurance, $125; munici- 
pal lien certificate, $15-$30; recording, 
$50-$60; private mortgage insurance, 
$400. 

Some optional costs may include: le- 
gal, $300-$500; home inspection, $150- 
$300; owner’s title insurance policy, $53. 

Other optional costs are buyer/seller 
adjustments reconciled at closing such 
as utility adjustments and property 
taxes. 

These estimated closing costs do not 
include hazard insurance, a mandatory 
fee paid during the approval process. 
This amount can vary greatly with loca- 
tion, amount of insurance and the car- 
rier 


James T. Masters of Citicorp Home- 
owners in Boston conducted a survey of 
costs and prepared the report. 

“Everyone involved in the mortgage 
business knows of homebuyers who enter 
a transaction and then confront expenses 
they had never been prepared for,” he 
said. ‘‘I just thought I would pull togeth- 
er the information I would want to know 
if I were buying a home.”

Cover and return left-overs to the re- 
frigerator as soon as possible. 

‘Paying attention to how long and at 
what temperature foods are held before 
thay are eaten is very important,” said 
Ridley. ‘Over 60 percent of the illnesses 
traced to food are caused by inadequate 
refrigeration or slow cooling. 

“Even though thorough cooking de- 
stroys organisms that can cause people 
to become ill, food can be recontami- 
nated after cooking,’’ she added. “‘If that 
food is held at room temperature too 
long, or if it is cooled too slowly, these 
disease-causing organisms have time to 
multiply. In some cases, the organisms 
produce toxins. While reheating may de- 
stroy the toxin-producing organism, it 
will not affect the toxin which remains 
behind to make people ill.”’ 

The Department of Public Health’s Di- 
vision of Food and Drugs works with fed- 
eral and local health officials to assure a 
safe and wholesome food supply for the

The Evolution Of A Tradition 


Thanksgiving—that most distinctly 
American of our holiday traditions. the 
word alone evokes images of football, 
family reunions, roast turkey, pumpkin 
pie and, of course, the Pilgrims. 

But was it always thus? Not by a long 
shot. 

Today’s Thanksgiving celebration is a 
blend of three earlier traditions: the New 
England custom of rejoicing after a suc- 
cessful harvest, based on ancient En- 
glish harvest festivals; solemn religious 
observances combining prayer and 
feasting, which could be proclaimed at 
any time of year; and finally, the com- 
memoration of the Pilgrims’ landing 
known as Forefathers’ Day. How these 
three events merged is the story of the 
evolution of modern Thanksgiving. 

In 1621, when their labors were re- 
warded with a bountiful harvest after a 
year of sickness and scarcity, the Pil- 
grims gave thanks to God and celebrated 
His bounty in the Harvest Home tradi- 
tion in which they had been nurtured. To 
these people of strong Christian faith, it 
was a joyous outpouring of gratitude 

In a letter from E.W. (Edward 
Winslow) to a friend in England: ‘And 
God be praised, we had a good increase 
. Our harvest being gotten in, Our gover 
nor sent four men on fowling so that we 
might after a special manner rejoice to 
gether. . .”’ In the same letter: ‘‘These 
things I thought good to let you under- 
stand. . .that you might on our behalf 
give God thanks who hath dealt so favou 
rable with us.”’ 

While the Pilgrims were reverent be 
fore God, they were neither draped in 
black nor somber and sad as some have 
portrayed them. Their secular cele- 
brations included feasting, rustic sports 
and entertainment. To the Puritans of 
early New England, a true ‘“Thanksgiv- 
ing’’ was properly a day of prayer and 
pious humiliation, thanking God for His 
Providence or for some auspicious event 
This was the sort of solemn event in 
tended when a Thanksgiving Day was 
declared by a colonial council or the ear 
ly Federal government 

The first national Thanksgiving was 
proclaimed by the Continental Congress 
in 1777. It specifically recommended “. . 
that servile labor and such recreations 
as, though at other times, innocent, may

be unbecoming the purpose of this ap- 
pointment, be omitted on so solemn an 
occasion.’’ National Thanksgivings were 
proclaimed by Presidents Washington, 
Adams and Monroe, but the custom fell 
out of use after 1815. Mrs. Sara Josepha 
Hale, a writer for and later editor of 
‘“Godey’s Lady’s Bo@k,”” began a cam- 
paign in 1827 to reinstate the holiday by 
petitioning several succeeding presi- 
dents to make it an annual event. 


The first familiar Thanksgiving proc- 
lamations did not come until 1863, when 
President Lincoln declared two thanks- 
givings, one for Thursday, Aug. 6, and a 
second for the last Thursday in Novem- 
ber. From that time on, some Thursday 
in autumn was annually declared a na- 
tional Thanksgiving day by every Presi-

dent, with Lincoln’s choice of the last 
Thursday in November eventually be- 
coming the traditional date. 

Interest in the Pilgrims as historic fig- 
ures began shortly before the Revolu- 
tion. The Old Colony Club was founded in 
Plymouth in 1769 and had instituted an 
annual speech and dinner in December, 
Forefathers’ Day, to ‘mark the anniver- 
sary of the Pilgrims’ landing. Thereaf- 
ter, Forefathers’ Day was celebrated 
regularly in Plymouth and in Boston and 
New York. 

The popularity of Forefathers’ Day be- 
gan to fade about mid-century as the im- 
portance of Thanksgiving grew. After 
1890, representations of the Pilgrims be- 
gan to reflect a shift of interest to the 
1621 harvest celebration. What we now 
call the ‘First Thanksgiving’ came to 
symbolize the union of prosperity and 
brotherhood 

Thus, Thanksgiving and the Pilgrims 
have become synonymous. Except in 
Plymouth where it originated, their orig- 
inal commemoration, Forefathers Day, 
passes unnoticed each December 21. 
They are remembered instead as the 
symbol of Thanksgiving

because it had not yet set up complete 
service. For the fiscal years 1985 and 
1986, Rollins received a full assessment. 
Russell estimated that, counting reve- 
nues already paic and those assessed for 
1986, Andover could lose a total of $80,000 
to $90,000 because of the court decision. 

Although it knew that case was pen- 
ding, the state Department of Revenue 
advised towns to collect the taxes in 
question, said Russell. ““‘We knew that 
the case was pending; but we knew that, 
if we didn’t tax and if it came out favor- 
able to the communities, we’d have lost 
that tax revenue,”’ he said. He added 
that the Department of Revenue’s legal 
department is now studying the ruling 
and will be forwarding its interpretation 
of the legal situation to Massachusetts 
towns. ‘‘Once we receive that,’’ said Rus- 
sell, ‘‘We’ll take whatever action they 
feel is necessary.” 

Rollins Cable Vision of Northern Mas- 
sachusetts, the cable T.V. company serv- 
ing Andover, is also waiting before it 
acts, according to general manager Ju- 
dith Dowd. Acknowledging that Rollins 
has filed to recover its paid revenues, 
Dowd explained that company lawyers 
will be studying the Supreme Court’s de- 
cision, and that it might be ‘up to a 
year” before they can be sure of its im- 
pact on local companies. ‘‘We want to 
wait and see what happens,” she said 
“Taking a more conservative position, 
we would prefer not to make a statement 
yet on how it will affect us.”’

was just a freak thing that happened,”’ 
she explains. A frustrating freak thing, 
one which held up publication until more 
than a year after she had finished the 
book 

The third printing came out well; the 
books arrived ready to be sold. Or al- 
most. One of the book’s central devices, 
a magic piece of red sea glass through 
which the ‘‘Granny”’ sees the past, had to 
be omitted from the printing because the 
addition of a color would have been pro- 
hibitively expensive. “It would have cost 
$15,000 to have the printer add red,” San- 
born says. So she herself added the touch 
of color. ‘I bought up all those metallic 
valentine hearts—the red, shiney paper 
ones—that I could find in the stores on 
the island. I cut them into pieces, then I 
glued them into the book myself,” she 
says. 

Each book required two pieces; there 
were 2,400 books. 

Sanborn has finally finished her glu- 
ing; now, she’s wrapping the books for 
delivery. Although they can be found at 
Limited Editions, and at a store on the 
island, most of the copies will be sold by 
mail order.

Satellite Dish Requests

Cause Some Local Concern 


Recent petitions by private citizens for 
the installation of satellite receiving 
dishes to receive video programming has 
caused town officials to consider the reg- 
ulations regarding their installation. 

This is an issue that has grabbed the 
attention of officials nation-wide,’ Nan- 
cy Jeton, principal planner in the town’s 
office of Community Development and 
Planning, said. 


Decisions that have been made in ap- 
peals to the Supreme Court have been 
based on the constitutional right of free 
speech, according to Jeton. 

‘“Massachusetts regulations regarding 
aesthetics, regulating size and protect- 
ing people’s views, de not help us much.” 
Jeton said. 

The question of the town voting on a 
special bylaw regulating the sateliite 


dishes is not recommended by Jeton. 

‘The town is faced with a lot more im- 
portant issues to vote on. We are serv- 
iced by Rollins Cablevision and that is 
cheaper and easier than installing a sa- 
tellite dish.”’ 

Rapid technology that will eventually 
make the size of the dishes smaller and 
smaller is foreseen by Jeton. 

‘They seem to be appearing in rural 


situations. We have more of an urban sit- 
uation and have had the good fortune to 
keep most of the dishes away,” Jeton 
said. ‘‘Most of the residents in the town 
are concerned with property values and 
would not want to install satellite dishes. 
Most of the individuals who want to in- 
stall the receiving dishes have special 
interests that cannot be met by the local 
cable service.’ 


Essex St. Building Demolished 


A wrecking ball swung to crumble the 
shingles of what was once a blacksmith 
shop and more recently the home of He- 
witt Real Estate on 40 Essex St. 

The 12-room house was built by John 
B. MacInnnis in 1855. In 1888, ft was the 
home of Martha Millet.
